Students  Tax  Facilities 

The  present  Union  building  was 
built  and  opened  in  1952,  but  the 
increased  enrollments  have  taxed 
its  facilities  lor  the  past  three 
years.  About  800  persons  arc  led 
now  at  each  meal.  Tire  new  addi¬ 
tion  will  provide  facilities  for  doui>< 
ling  this  number. 

Proceeds  from  the  operation  OC 
the  College  cafeteria.  Bearcat  Den, 
and  book  store  will  pay  for  tbe 
new  addition,  which  will  be  built 
on  ground  level  to  tlie  .west  of  tbe 
present  building  toward  the  'Hor¬ 
ace  Mann  Laboratory  School.

Also  housed  in  tlie  new  addition 
will  be  the  Bearcat  Den.  The  pres¬ 
ent  Bearcat  Den  will  be  cut  about 
In  half  and  the  remainder  of  tho 
space  will  be  used  for  storage  and 
additional  equipment.  The  Den  wiH 
be  built  on  out  to  Uie  west,  witti 
six  windows  providing  Improved 
ventilation  and  light.

decide  which  aspects  of  the  subject 
you  want  to  devote  Uie  most  time 
and  space  to.

Do  you  know  anything 
about  him  which  might  make  you 
doubt  his  reliability? 

2.  When  was  It  written?  If  you 
want  to  write  about  earth  satellites, 
you’ll  have  to  use  many  sources 
written  within  the  past  year,  since 
the  launching  of  Sputnik  I.  On  the 
other  hand,  one  of  tlie  best  possi¬ 
ble  sources  for  a  paper  on  Ben¬ 
jamin  Franklin  Is  over  150  years 
old  —  his  AUTOBIOGRAPHY.  Al- 
wa.vs  noting  publication  dates  will 
protect  you  from  the  pitfalls  of 
using  out-of-date  sources. 

3.  If  the  source  Is  a  history  or 
biogr.apliy,  docs  the  author  provide 
footnotes  and  a  bibliography?  Reli¬ 
able  histories  and  biographies  or¬ 
dinarily  include  these. 

4.  If  the  source  is  a  magazine, 
what  is  its  reputation  for  reliabil¬ 
ity?  If  the  magazine  published  an 
article  claiming  one  thing  in  Jan¬ 
uary  and  something  contradictory 
in  March,  you  will  want  to  take 
that  into  account. 

5.  Docs  the  librarian  indicate 
that  he  considers  the  source  un¬ 
usually  good  by  recommending  it 
to  you  or  by  keeping  it  on  tlie  ref¬ 
erence  sliolf?
